Ute cheaper grades of candies, the 
goods generally sold at 
“ a 
penny a 
piece” show an almost clean bill of 
health as a result of the analyses and 
tests made by chemists of the State 
Dairy 
and Food 
Division. 
Under 
direction 
of 
Commissioner 
James 
Foust 258 samples were taksn in OO 
cities and boroughs in April and May. 
Neighborhoods of schools and factories 
were visited by the agentsand candies 
of all sorts and 
varieties and under 
all sorts of names were taken 
These samples were placed in the 
bands of Charles La Wall, one of the 
division chemists, who is an authority 
on foods, especially confectionery, and 
his preliminary adulterants as benzoic 
acid, sulphide dioxide, talc, terra 
alba, salicylic acid, 
saccharin and 
other products. 
Only four of the 
samples chosen showed the presence of 
foreign and prohibited substances and 
three of them had talc coatings. 
This showing, 
says Commissioner 
Foust, is the best made yet and is in 
marked contrast to the results of the 
tests made last spring in Philadelphia 
when 50 per cent, of the samples of 
cheap candies gathered by Agent Cassi* 
dy revealed use of adulterants, 
“ I attribute this excellent showing 
to the interest taken in manufacture 
of pure goods by the associated candy 
manufacturers 
of 
Pennsylvania.” 
said Commissioner Foust today

I am one of the old maids who be­ 
came such by the civil war.

woman with no hair on my head save 
what Is white as snow, I have passed 
half a century alone, yet not alone, 
for once I have seen him.

advance upon thut city. 
A year be­ 
fore he had marched away with the 
.soldier boys of ’til 
bow young they 
seem to have been now and how 
strange thut those who live are be­ 
coming tottering old men aud that the 
boys’ mothers and the girls who loved 
them could send them out to die!—he 
had gone down Into Virginia, carrying 
my heart with him. 
He had falleu 
and (teen thrown into a trench, and 
then for the first time I wondered that I 
could have consented to his going. 
No one has ever taken his place.

have lived as though we w*ere one, he 
In 
the heavenly, 
I 
In the earthly 
sphere. 
For many years I wished to 
go down to Virginia and visit the spot 
where he died, and yet I dreaded to 
do so. 
It was not till the beginning 
of this century that I could make up 
my mind to do so. 
I 
went to Richmond and visited 
the residence of the president of the 
Confederacy, which is now a muse­ 
um. 
There I saw the arms and uni­ 


f o r m s of Con fed irate heroes. 
But 
what took me nearer to the conflict of 
years liefore was a southern lady who 
told me how when a girl she had lis­ 
tens! to the ilistant lamming, gaining 


h o p e when it receded and lo s in g p o u t - J 
age when it drew nearer. 
From there 
I went to the battlefield. 
I went alone. 
The battle in which 
he was taken from me is called Seven 
Bines. 
Why it Is es Heil Seven Bines 
I know not. 
There are thousands of 
{•lues there now, hut I lielleve they 
have all grown up since the battle. 
It was fought In a cornfield. 
But it 
has not been tilled since that day In 
I SCJ, and the tr**es have had ample 
time to grow. 
I found a long line of low earthworks 
that was thrown up by McClellan’* 
army, behind which to resist the Con­ 
federates hurled against It by General 
Bee 
Forty years had passed over 
these works, during which the pines 
had grown up as if to shield the dead 
and the trenches beneath them, lu 
w ill* It so many soldiers’ bislies were 
thrown. 
Walking on the line of earth 
works, every now aud ugulu I came 
to N redoubt, w here stood cannon, and 
then* tieneath were the ruts made by 
the gun carriages. 
Before going on to the field I had 
IsH*ti told that I should have a guide 
I declined to take one or to go with a 
I tarty who were conducted by one.
